To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Kingsclere  and  Whit church  Rural  District  Council: 

Mr,  Chairman,  My  Lady,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourth  Annual  Report  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health, 

The  vital  statistics  show  that  once  again  the  District  compared 
favourably  with  national  averages.  The  corrected  death  rate  at  8,41  is  well 
below  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales,  and  although  we  should  all  like  to 
see  a  decrease  in  infant  mortality,  our  rate  is  relatively  low, 

1956  was  a  year  of  non-prevalence  of  measles,  and  in  all  107 
notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received  (confirmed)  as  against 
192  for  1955.  This  figure  includes  1  confirmed  case  of  poliomyelitis. 

The  big  public  health  event  of  1956  was  the  issue,  for  the  first  time 
in  this  country, of  poliomyelitis  vaccine,  a  step  f  or  war d  which  we  hope  will 
have  a  profound  effect  on  the  fight  against  this  serious,  and  so  often 
disabling,  disease.  At  the  moment,  although  vaccine  is  in  very  short  and 
spasmodic  supply,  we  hope  to  have  enough  to  protect  all  children  previously 
registered,  and  we  should  soon  be  in  a  position  to  extend  the  list. 
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Anothcab  increase  has  taken  place  in  the  number  of  children  protected 
against  diphtheria,  hut  in  smallpox  vaccination  we  are  still  for  short 
of  the  ideal  of  total  infancy  protection* 

'throughout  the  year,  I  have  hod  every  co-operation  and  assistance 
from  your  Chief  Officers  and  other  members  of  the  Council' s  staff,  and 
I  avish  to  record  my  appreciation* 

I  would  again  bring  to  your  notice  the  team  work  which  has  been  evident 
tlrroughout  the  year,  and  this  is  shown  also  by  the  fact  that  I  have  received 
reports  from  your  Surveyor  and  Housing  Manager  on  which  I  hove  drawn 
for  material* 

I  am  grateful  too,  for  the  excellent  work  done  by  my  secretary, 

Miss  M.  B*  Lowmon,  particularly  in  connection  with  the  increasing  range  of 
her  work  which  has  been  occasioned  by  my  duties  undertaken  on  behalf  of 
the  County  Council, 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector),  Mr.  R.  A.  Over,  and  the  Deputy 
Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr,  \'I,  E.  D.  Smith,  hove  carried  out  their  duties 
in  their  usual  efficient  and  enthusiastic  manner.  A  considerable  amount  of 
routine,  unnoticed  work  falls  on  these  officers,  and  I  am  grateful  to  them 
for  their  continued  assistance  throughout  the  year* 


The  extra  work  entailed  in  preparing  the  slum,  clearance  programme  and 
the  supervision  made  necessary  "by  the  new  Food  and  Drugs  Regulations,  have 
greatly  added  to  their  duties,  and  I  express  my  thanks  to  them  for  their 
loyal  co-operation  and  the  high  standards  they  have  achieved. 

The  Department  has  "boon  fortunate  in  having  a  Public  Health 
Committee  whioh  has  on  numerous  occasions  shown  its  interest  in  the  work, 
and  I  am  grateful  to  all  members  both  of  the  Committee  and  of  the  Council, 
for  their  kindness  to  myself  and  to  ray  staff.

The  local  death  rate,  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  was 
8, VI  per  1,000,  which  is  3«  29  below  the  national  average* 

As  in  previous  annual  reports,  the  main  cause  was  heart  disease  which 
accounted  for  50*5  per  cent  of  the  total  (57) •  This  is  a  question  of 
losing  on  "the  swings"  what  one  has  gained  on  "the  roundabouts",  as  far 
as  the  conquest  of  disease,  in  the  earlier  age  groups,  is  concerned. 

Within  this  figure,  however,  is  the  appalling  national  increase  in  incidence 
of  coronary  thrombosis  in  people  whom  one  would  normally  expect  to  have  a 
considerable  life  expectation*  In  reoent  years,  a  great  deal  of  interest  - 
and  research  -  has  been  concentrated  on  this  subject.  The  disease  has  been 
attributed  to  many  causes,  among  them  being  the  stress  of  modern  living* 
Possibly  of  even  more  importance  is  the  "standard"  of  living  now  applicable 
to  most  sections  of  the  community  -  richer  foods  and  more  "inactive"  leisure, 
resulting  in  overweight,  high  blood  pressure  and  the  accumulation  of 
predisposing  products  of  diet.  "AH  things  in  moderation"  seems  as  good  a 
slogan  as  one  can  devise  in  the  prevention  of  cardiac  onslaught* 

Cancer  deaths  amounted  to  13*8  per  cent  of  the  total,  a  slight  decrease 
on  last  year.  2  people  died  of  cancer  of  the  lung,  a  decrease  of  2,  and  both, 
were  men.  We  still  await  a  definitive  pronouncement  of  the 
relationship  of  this  disease  to  cigarette  smoking  and  in  the  meantime  the 
evidence  is  good  enough  to  offer  the  advice  "Don’t  1"  to  young  people, 

1  du*tk>  due  to  pneumohie  complicating  whooping  cough,  occurred  in 
infectious  illness  in  childhood*  No  fatality  was  associated  with  childbirth. 
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The  infant  mortality  rate  of  21,3  per  1,000  live  births  still  remains 
below  the  national  figure  of  23*8,  Although  such  a  result  must  always 

he  gratifying,  I  give  the  usual  warning  that  with  a  small  population  such  as 
ours,  too  much  significance  should  not  he  placed  on  it,  A  slight  change 
in  aggregates,  the  one  way  or  the  other , mokes  a  disproportionate  difference 
in  incidence  and  mortality  ret go* .

Whooping  cough  was  fairly  prevalent  during  1 956,  and  46  cases  were 
notified.  We  are  reasonably  optimistic  that  we  shall  see  fewer 
serious  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  possibly  fewer  in  number  in  all  of 
this  disease,  through  the  wide-spread  use  of  whooping  cough  vaccine,  which 
in  this  District  is  being  employed  in  an  increasing  degree.  Last  year, 
one  fatality  occurred  in  an  unimmunised  infant. 

There  were  8  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during  the  year,  all  of  a 
relatively  mild  nature.  The  hospital  services  are  seldom  used  for  scarlet 
fever  nowadays,  except  in  cases  where  social  conditions  make  it  advisable 
that  admission  should  be  sought. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  diphtheria.  Other  notifications  included 
those  for  acute  pneumonia,  erysipelas,  puerperal  pyrexia  and  poliomyelitis. 

Poliomyelitis  took  less  of  a  toll  in  1956,  and  only  1  case 
(paralytic)  was  notified  relatively  late  in  the  year  -  the  middle  of  October, 


Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks 


No  cose  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  1956 
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Vaccination  and.  Immunisation 

In  the  current  interest,  rightly  "being  shown  in  the  nev/er  vaccines, 
we  are  apt  to  forget  that  "basically  one  of  the  "best-tried  and  proved 
protections  is  against  smallpox. 

At  3"1st  December,  195^,  200  persons  had  "been  primarily  vaocinated  or 
re-vaccinated  against  smallpox.  This  is  a  slight  fall  on  last  year' s  total 
(205),  The  percentage  of  infants  vaccinated  in  the  first  year  remained 
approximately  the  some  -  just  over  36  per  cent,  -  and  this  is  still 
dangerously  low.  This  is  such  a  needless  risk  that  it  is  surprising  that 
parents  should  inflict  it  upon  their  children.  In  order  to  give  a  still 
wider  choice,  vaccination  facilities  are  now  available  at  Child  Welfare 
Centres  throughout  the  County,  The  response,  however,  falls  very  for  below 
our  hopes,  despite  the  increased  convenience. 

Once  again,  no  cose  of  diphtheria  was  notified  in  the  District  in  1956, 
Every  effort  is  being  made  to  protect  and  maintain  protection  against  this 
foul  disease,  When  many  communities  are  reporting  a  poor  response  to 
immunisation  offers,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  Kingsclere  and  Yftiitchurch 
Rural  District  has  maintained  a  good  record.  There  has  been  on  increase 
in  the  number  primarily  protected  in  195&*  33&  children  (249)  completed  a 

full  oourse  of  primary  immunisation  and  390  (^07)  received  "booster"  doses. 

In  this  latter  figure,  the  School  Health  Service  played  a  major  part,  where 
all  entrants  to  junior  schools  are  offered  immunisation  as  soon  as  possible 


after  entry, 
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Last  year,  X  said  that  I  hoped  facilities  would  soon  be  made  available 
for  protection  against  three  diseases  -  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  ‘tetanus  - 
in  the  one  course  of  injections*  I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that 
this  is  now  an  accomplished  fact  and  the  new  vaccine  is  rapidly  superseding  the 
other  types,  for  primary  immunisation*  Tetanus  is  not  a  common  disease,  but 
an  extremely  serious,  often  fatal  one,  and  there  is  no  earthly  reason  why  any 
unnecessary  rislc  should  be  run  when  the  solution  is  so  simple* 

The  time  may  not  be  too  distant  when  the  major  infectious  diseases  con  bo 
regarded  as  a  thing  of  the  past.  The  new  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis, 
although  in  very  short  supply  at  present,  gives  hopes  of  a  strong  attack 
against  this,  one  of  the  most  disabling  of  diseases*  Last  year,  only  a  few 
weeks  were  available  for  immunisation  and  38  children  each  received  two 
injections*  No  child  receiving  the  vaccine  developed  poliomyelitis,  but  of 
course  the  number  is  so  email  that  no  significance  is  yet  attached  to 
this  result* 

At  the  time  of  writing,  vaccine  is  still  in  short  supply.  Soon,  it  is 
hoped  that  regular  issues  will  be  made  so  that  a  much  wider  group  of  children 
can  be  protooted.  In  this  wa y,  we  aro  hopeful  that  poliomyelitis,  like 
diphtheria,  will  become  a  thing  of  the  past  -  a  state,  however,  which  can  only 
bo  achieved  by  a  wide  acceptance  and  fullest  sense  of  responsibility  on  the 
part  of  the  parents* 

No  responsible  Authority  can  fail  to  give  its  approval  to  any  safe  measure 
which  will  increase  the  chances  of  healthy  living  for  the  most  important  section 
of  the  community  -  the. children. 
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Administration  of  Health  Services 

National  Health.  Service  Act, 

The  administration  of  these  devolved  services  is  carried  out 
by  the  Andover  and  Kingsclere  District  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the 
County  Council, 

The  work  brought  before  this  Committee  is  largely  in  the  form  of 
report,  and  the  view  has  been  expressed  that  too  little  in  the  wa y 
of  major  decisions  come  before  the  Committee*  This  is  undoubtedly 
true,  but  the  main  reason  for  the  existence  of  this  body  is  to  interpret 
the  needs  of  the  district  as  expressed  in  the  limited  scope  by  which 
these  requirements  can  be  met  short  of  full  delegation* 

The  Committee  has  at  its  disposal  a  considerable  amount  of  information 
on  the  health  of  the  local  districts  and.  an  important,  if  not  spectacular 
side  of  the  work,  is  the  appointment  of  district  nurses  arid  the  detailed 
knowledge  of  tber  work  being  undertaken  in  the  respective  districts. 

Reports  are  submitted  each  meeting  on  infectious  diseases,  births  and 
deaths,  inspection  of  nurseries,  immunisation  and  vaccination, 
midwifery  and  maternity  services,  homo  help  services,  nursing  accommodation, 
and  matters  of  health  importance  in  which  tire  three  districts  have 
a  common  interest* 

The  fact  that  a  report  is  often  submitted  in  the  form  of  work  done 
rather  than  for  a  decision  for  work  to  be  done,  should,  not  detract  from 
the  interest  in  local  health  affairs  nor  the  need  for  expressions  of 
constructive  criticism  on  how  the  administration  can  be  improved. 
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I  am  grateful  to  the  Housing  Manager  for  the  following  report  on 
housing  matters  during  19

The  completion  of  Bishops  Green  site  enabled  all  hutted  camp  dwellers 
to  be  re-housed  in  permanent  homes,  and  the  demolition  of  the  old  camp  site's 
was  then  completed* 

A  much  needed  amenity  was  provided  on  the  Bishops  Green  site  by  the 
adaptation  of  an  old  gymnasium  into  a  Community  Centre*  'Whilst  the  Council 
carried  out  the  structural  conversion,  the  Tenants'  Association  were 
responsible  for  internal  decorating  and  provision  of  lighting,  staging  etc. 

With  2  shops  on  the  site,  a  complete  community  lias  been  established 
on  this  old  hutted  camp  site. 
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Hut  tod  Camps  at  Tadlcy 

The  erection  of  the  new  Stanfield  site  at  Tadlcy  enabled  the  Council 
to  reliouse  18  of  the  tenants  from  Broadhalfpenny  camp  site  and  close  those 
huts  down.  There  are  still  1 9  families  living  in  huts  at  Broadhalfpenny, 

This  is  the  only  hutted  camp  site  occupied  by  Council  tenants  as  all  the 
other  outlying  comp  sites  in  Tadlcy  have  now  been  cleared  and  derequisitioned,

Applicants  for  Houses 

A  complete  revision  of  the  Applications  lists  during  the  year,  plus 
the  allocation  of  tenancies  mentioned  above,  reduced  the  waiting  lists  to 
330  families  at  one  period,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year  34^  names  were  registered. 
The  tendency  is  for  the  lists  to  increase  gradually  all  the  time. 

In  allocating  houses,  the  Housing  Committee  have  always  paid  special 
attention  to  those  families  in  very  poor  living  conditions  and  those  expecting 


eviction  for  one  reason  or  another 
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Eviction  families  raise  very  special  problems,  and  whilst 
the  Council  do  all  they  con  to  help,  there  is  not  always  a  suitable 
vacancy  for  allocation  at  that  particular  time.  In  such  coses,  the  County 
Welfare  Department  is  advised  and  their  help  is  always  much  appreciated# 

Problem  Families 

In  this  connection,  the  help  of  the  County  Welfare  Department  is 
always  forthcoming,  and  many  difficulties  have  been  solved  amongst 
existing  tenants  where  sub-standard  families  ore  concerned  or  where  extreme 
difficulties  arc  involved  of  other  nature.  In  one  particular  cose, 
with  the  help  of  the  County  Welfare  Department,  a  family  was  sent  to  a 
Mother  and  Child  Training  Home#  The  Council  will  rehouse  the  family 
on  completion  of  their  period  of  training.

Where  water  sample  reports  indicated  that  the  supply  was  not  suitable  for 
drinking  purposes,  both  owners  and  occupiers  of  the  dwellings  concerned  were 
advised*  The  occupiers  were  asked  to  boil  all  water  used  for  drinking 
purposes  until  further  notice,  and  owners  were  notified,  of  any  defects  to  the 
wells  which  were  likely  to  cause  contamination,  and  instructed  to  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

Points  brought  to  the  attention  of  owners  in  this  way  were:- 

(1)  Defective  well  covers. 

(2)  Defective  well  parapets. 

(3)  Wells  to  be  pumped  out  and  limed* 

The  large  majority  of  private  wells  situated  in  the  District  are  of  the 
shallow  type  and  are  very  prone  to  contamination* 

Wells  and  Borehole  Supplies  to  Council  Houses 

During  the  year  30  samples  of  water  were  taken  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  29  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  1 
unsatisfactory*  In  the  case  of  the  unsatisfactory  sample,  the  occupier  was

Public  Water  Supplies 

The  Council  have  under  their  control  three  major  Pumping  Stations 
which  are  situated  as  follows: - 

ICingsclere  Overton  Y/hit  church 

There  is  also  a  small  pumping  station  situated  at  Ashmansworth, 

The  ICingsclere  Pumping  Station  supplies  the  parish  of  ICingsclere  and 
part  of  Ecchinswell,  During  the  year  new  mains  have  Been  laid  for  the 
provision  of  water  to  the  Bishops  Green  area,  and  supplies  the  new  Council 
House  Estate  which  is  Being  developed.  It  is  now  no  longer  necessary  to 
take  a  Bulk  supply  of  water  from  the  Newbury  Corporation  for  this  area* 

New  mains  are  also  Being  laid  in  the  Baughurst  Area  and  these  will  Be 
completed  in  the  early  part  of  1957* 

There  is  also  a  new  water  pumping  station  under  construction  at  ICingsclere, 
this  will  house  all  the  necessary  pumping  machinery  for  supplying  water  to  the 
Northern  port  of  the  Rural  District*  The  work  on  this  station  is  espected 
to  Be  completed  By  mid  1 957» 

The  reservoir  storage  oapacity  for  Kingsclere  is  now  250,000  gallons* 

This  consists  of  a  new  reservoir  of  200,000  gallons  situated  at  Yew  Tree  Farm 
and  the  old  ICingsclere  reservoir  of  50,000  gallons  situated  at  ICingsclere* 
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There  has  also  "been  constructed  a  new  reservoir  at  Cottington*  s  Hill  of 
50,000  gallons  capacity  which  supplies  Hannington.  34  samples  from  the 
Kingsclere  water  supply  were  taken  during  the  year  for  ■bacteriological 
examination  and  all  were  satisfactory.  Three  samples  of  water  were  taken  for 
chemical  analysis  and  wore  found  to  he  satisfactory. 

The  Overton  Puraping  Station  supplies  Overton  and  part  of  Laverstoke, 

There  is  no  reservoir,  the  water  being  pumped  direct  frora  the  borehole  into 
the  mains.  This  is  unsatisfactory  because  in  the  event  of  a  breakdown 
occurring  to  the  machinery  or  a  failure  of  the  electricity  supply  the  high 
level  mains  are  emptied  and  the  low  level  mains  have  to  be  supplied  by 
bringing  a  supply  from  the  Whitchurch  Pumping  Station,  A  soheme  has  been 
prepared  for  the  provision  of  a  500,000  gallon  reservoir  at  Overton,  together 
with  new  pumping  machinery  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  be  commenced 
in  1957#  Three  samples  from  the  Overton  water  supply  were  taken  during 

the  year  for  bacteriological  examination  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

One  sample  of  water  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis  and  was  found  to  be  satisfactory 

The  Y/hitchurch  Pumping  Station  has  a  reservoir  capacity  of  180,000  gallons 
and  a  small  reservoir  at  Hurstbourne  Pork  of  35,000  gallons,  making  a  total 
of  215)000  gallons.  Water  is  supplied  to  the  parishes  of  Y/hit church, 

St,  Mary  Bourne  and  Hurstbourne  Priors  and  a  bulk  supply  is  afforded  to 
Longparish  in  the  Rural  District  of  Andover,  Twenty  samples  from  the 
Y/hit  church  water  supply  were  taken  during  tho  year  for  bactcrio?ogical 
examination  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Three  samples  of  water  were 
taken  for  chcmioal  analysis  and  were  satisfactory. 
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Ashmansworth  Pumping  Station  supplies  part  of  the  parish  of 
A shm on sworth,  It  has  on  elevated  reservoir  with  a  storage  capacity  of 
20,000  gallons.  Six  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  \?erc  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Bulk  supplies  ore  token  from  Nev/bury  Corporation  for  the  supply

During  the  year,  the  Council  received  delivery  of  a  new  16/18  cubic  yard 
Fore  and  Aft  diesel  driven  freighter  from  Messrs*  Shel voice  and  Drewory  and 
in  November  the  new  scheme  for  refuse  and  salvage  oollection  was  brought 
into  operation.  The  District  has  been  divided  into  three  collection 
areas,  each  having  a  weekly  collection* 

No*  1,  Area  comprises  of  the  parishes  of  East  Woodhay ,  Highclere,  Newtown, 
Burghclere,  Ashmansworth,  Litchfield,  St.  Mary  Bourne  and  Hurstbournc  Priors. 

The  average  number  of  bins  emptied  each  week  is  2,100  and  the  weekly 
average  mileage  is  210  miles. 

No*  2  Area  comprises  of  the  parishes  of  Whitchurch,  Overton  and  Lavorstoke. 

The  average  number  of  bins  emptied  each  week  is  1,700  and  the  weekly  average 
mileage  is  1R0  miles. 

No.  3  Area  comprises  of  the  parishes  of  Ecchin swell,  Kingsclere,  Tadley 
and  Baughurst,  The  average  number  of  bins  exptied  each  week  is  2,000,  and 
the  weekly  average  mileage  is  280  miles. 

The  Council*  s  tips  arc  well  maintained  but  some  nuisance  from  fly 
infestation  in  the  tips  was  experienced  during  the  summer.  It  was  necessary 
to  ensure  that  the  tips  were  frequently  treated  with  Tip  Dressing  and  a 
considerable  quantity  was  used  during  the  summer  months,  to  control  the  fly  nuisance* 
The  tips  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Rodent  Officer  and  as  a  result  no 
nuisance  arose  from  rat  infestation. 

The  Council  have  four  tips  situated  in  the  District  as  follows: - 
Kingsclere  Overton  St.  Mary  Bourne  Tadley 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Sewage  Works  owned  by  the  Council  are  situated  at  Kingsclere,  Overton, 
Whitchurch,  and  Silchcstcr.  (Tadley  Sewage  Works)  There  is  also  a 
S enrage  Pumping  Station  situated  at  Laverstokc  which  pumps  the  sewage  from 
Lavcrstoke  to  the  Overton  Sewage  Pumping  Station. 

In  the  parishes  of  Overton  and  Whitchurch  the  sewage  is  raised  by  pumps 
to  Settling  Tanks  and  filter  beds,  and  the  effluent  is  dealt  with  by 
land  irrigation. 

In  Kingsclere,  the  sewage  reaches  the  outfall  by  gravitation,  passes 
through  a  brick  tank  and  land  irrigated.  These  works  are  obsolete  and 
over-loaded  and  the  treatment  which  the  sewage  receives  is  very  inadequate. 

A  scheme  for  the  construction  of  new  works  and  extension  of  the  sewers  has  been 
approved  and  the  work  is  now  in  hand. 

The  large  and  very  modern  Sewage  Works  constructed  at  Silchcstcr  to  deal 
with  serfage  from  Tadley  deals  with  the  domestic  and  trade  serfage  from  the 
Atomic  Research  Station,  Aldermaston,  and  also  the  Housing  Estates  belonging 
to  the  Research  Station. 

There  is  also  a  sewage  works  situated  at  Bishops  Green,  Ecchinswell, 
belonging  to  the  Air  Ministry.  These  works  take  the  domestic  sewage  from 
Greenham  Common  airfield  (  situated  in  Berkshire)  and  the  Council  by  agreement 
discharges  the  domestic  sewage  from  some  100  dwellings  at  Bishops  Green  into 
these  works.
